Churchill in Great Britain and Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt in the Untied Slates, both seafaring men In an 
academic way, both steeped in the tradition of sea 
power, are coaming on the axiom to disclose Ger­ 
many's ultimate vulnerability as a would-be con­ 
queror. 
The evident explanation for the President's m es­ 
sage to congress on the Robin Moor sinking In the 
South Atlantic is that Mr. Roosevelt wants to fa­ 
miliarize all of hts countrymen with the background 
of his administration'* policy concerning the war. 
It ta a policy of sea power—sea power to make 
American ald available to Great Britain, sea power 
to preserve the right of self-determination for the 
governments of the western hemisphere, sea power 
lo keep any coalition of aggressors from closing In 
on the new world. 
The President construes the sinking of the Robin 
Moor s s Germany's notice to the United 8 tstes that 
Its policy is going to he resisted. Mr. Roosevelt ap­ 
parently looks upon the Incident ae lh© first overt 
act of belligerency by Germany, and as an attem pt 
to frighten this country Into gbandonlng Its Inten­ 
tion of doing everything In Its power to preserve its 
own margin of security by insisting on Its right to 
use the seas within Its own laws. Thus, the Import 
of the message, as far as Germany Is concerned, Is 
that the United State* will not cbsnge Its policy. 
There will he no nsval appeasem ent of Nail Ger­ 
many. It has undertaken conquest; It must be pre­ 
pared to handls the consequences on whatever terms 
may be laid down by the governmente it threatens. 
T he United States, a sea power, will use its sea 
power to maintain Its own ascurlty. Germany can­ 
not presume the right to dictate who shall use the 
ocean highways in non-belligerent areas, or In bel­ 
ligerent a re s t either lf this government decides to 
repeal the neutrality act.

Our Canadian customers were prompt In inform­ 
ing us of that bes' pai(i-«o!dier fumble but our em ­ 
barrassm ent over the mistake Is somewhat relieved 
by the discovery that we have a considerable ellen- 
tele In the dominion.

bawlerouters we ever have encountered. 
They are downright sympathetic toward us because 
of our ignorance of the fact that the Canadian sol- 
dier is far and away the best paid.

Of course the United States Is raising a m u 'h 
larger army out of a far greater population than 
Canada and la taking few married men. Also th© 
i practice Is to defer single men with dependents, 
but the fact remains that many men In the service 
of this country have parent* and other relatives to 
whose support they contributed while In civil life 
and who are now pinched by the rutting off of the*© 
contributions 
A private soldier cannot send much 
money borne out of $21 a month 
\s a rase In point, let us quote from a letter from 
a lady whose son had a good job at the time he 
I was drafted and who contributed $12 a week to th# 
household. There are two other children who ar# 
non-contributors. The husbands gets $21 a week. 
The elimination of the s o n s contribution was a 
severe blow to the finances of this little establish­ 
ment. ar the lady explains: 
"Bv the time I pay the rent and the gas and 
electric lights I have $6 left to provide food and 
clothes and medical care for four people. It ju*t 
can’t he done ” 
Now it would seem to be only fair that the gov­ 
ernment m ake some provtalon to restore the deficit.

readers. Although I have written 
on this aubjeot several time* in 
Ale past, I am glad to repeat be­ 
cause knowledge in this field is 
moving so rapidly and because It 
la so very important. 
Now first, let u* say with all 
conviction that 
we have always 
eaten vitamins. Our father* and 
mother* 
ate 
vitamins 
and 
our 
grandparent*, 
and 
so 
on 
away 
hack. They didn t know they were 
eating vitamin* because vitamins, 
as such, were not discovered until 
about 1911. 
Might Be Overdone 
They were like the character In 
Moliere who did not get any book 
learning until he wa* an adult and 
suddenly discovered he wa* speak­ 
ing prose. His delight in bi* discov­ 
ery was rather like our delight in 
finding out about vitamins and per­ 
haps we have overdone it. 
Our ancestors got their vitamin* 
In their ordinary diet. So do we, 
and so should we. In our day, an 
average diet is much more likely 
to contain vitamins than in the 
days of our ancestors because we 
get 
more 
fresh 
food, 
especially 
fruits and vegetables. 
Let us also emphasize that Tits 
mins 
a r e 
largely 
contained 
in 
fresh foods and that vitamin defi- 
ciency cornea from the use of pre 
served foods such as salt meats 
and 
preserved 
vegetables 
and 


fruits, and processed fooda auch 
aa refined sugar and flour. 
Incidentally vitamins are found 
in the skins of ordinary articles of 
diet. The fellow who likes to eat 
the akin of his potato is showing 
good, instinctive nutritional knowl­ 
edge. So with the skin of apples 
and pears, and especially with the 
skin of the cereal grains, whole 
wheat, whole rice, etc.
